Itcccntly ws published a telegram uot- 


ng the «lel5ration on Monday last, 
October 4til, in England, of the fif- 
ieth nnrjiversary of the c".tBbhshment of 
he railroad. 


It is simply inconceh able, looking <it 


hewoild now—that fifty years ngo no 
iuch thing .is n railroad existed. That 
vo traveled by leg power alone— either of 
nan or horse. Blot ont the road to-day 
mil what would be our condition? But 
hero arc men htill nhve who havetmvel- 
•il from the Jlissonri to Philadelphia 
*nd Baltimore on horseback to buy the 
Iry goods nud broadcloths our mothers 
and fnth<r« wore—and which were often 
rauhased 
A year before they were placed 


m sale in the far western store. That is 
what fifty years ago was. Men in iude- 
jeudent aiid comfortable circumstances 
wed and died, without going fifty miles 
Youi home. 


To-day the merchant of Kansas City 


joes to New York in fiftj houis, and in

his 
purchases 


are on sule in his in«rl;et. How did 
jhe world ever get along withont the 
railway'.' 


These reminiscences of the time before 


our railway.-, arc akin to those of Eng- 
land. The place of the celebration -was 
in Durham, between the rivers Lees and 
Wear, at South Durham nnd Darling- 
ton. This was the center of a coal and 
lead region, and the rivers being only 
navigable for short distances above their 
ruouths. coal nml lo.id ivero cariieil on 
the backs of hordes to the town of Stock- 
ton-on-Lees, to be shipped to the hugei 
towns to market. Two (^naktrs, Jona- 
than Ulnckbonse, a banker nudmanufac- 
turer, and Edward Pease, a manufiic- 
tiuer, as part of a committee in 1818, 
employed George Leather, an engineer, 
to make a sur, ey for a cin.il or horse 
tiamway, between Darlington and Stock- 
ton. His estimates foi a horse railway 
were, for feed, it.1'2 per horse, per year, 
iJO for drivers' wages, nnd the receipts 
from traffic, C32. And this is the nrst 
estimate ever made for railway business. 
But the stnrdy Quakers did not giye np. 
They finally o'btamed a charter for n ca- 
nal 01 railway, or a part of both. And 
now George btephenson appeared on the 
scene, and proposed to make all rail and 
take the power to haul from engines, a 
few of which, called " ruffing Billies," 
were working in the pits at the collieries. 
This was in 1821. 
In 1822 the first rail 


was laid, and in September, 1823, the 
work was nnis-hed, the opening taking 
place on the £7tb of that month. The 
first engine was called "Lecompton," 
and the first train was what would now 
be called a miied one; u score of 
"wagons" loaded with coal, flour and 
passengers, and one long "coach," in 
which the directors and their friends 
rode. 
The engine-driver was George 


Stephenson, tho first and greatest occu- 
pant of the "foot-board" the worM 1ms 
seen. 
Twelve years ago tho annual income 


ol this same line was thiee times greater 
than the capital on the c'ay it was opened 
fifty years ago. Tho wi-.'id to-day has 
almost forgotten the two Quakers to 
whom they owe the gift of the railway, 
and George Stephtnbon. 
Instead of 


supplying two little towns, with coal the 
globe'is "belted with iron, and the loeo- 
motive draws more merchandise and 


i niore people tha1! the horses of tho world

Device with Autumn Leaves. 


An exquisite, transparency may be 


made by arranging pressed ferns, grasses 
and Autumn leases on n pane of window 
glass, laj ing another of the same size 
mer it and b.nding the edge with ribbon, 
leading the group imprisoned between. 
Use gum trngaeanth ill putting on the 
binding. It is well to secure a narrow 
strip of raper under the ribbon. The 
binding should be gummed all around 
the edge of the first pane and dried be- 
fore the leaves, ferns, etc., are anaugi'd, 
then it can be neatly folded over the 
second pane without difficulty. 


To form the loop for hanging the 


transparency, paste a binding of gal- 
loon alon" the edge, leaung a two-inch 
loop free 1 a the center, afterward to be 
pulled through a little split iu the fiunl 
binding. 
These transpnrc ncies 
maj 


either be hung before a window or, if 
preferred, secured against a pane in the 


In halla, a beautilul effect is produoeil 


bv placing them agiinst the side-lights 
of the hall-door. "Where the side-lights 
are each of only a single pane, it is well 
worth while to place a single transpar- 
ency against each, filling np the entire 
space, thus affording ample scope for a 
fiee nrrangeraent of ferns, grasses and 
leaves, while the effect of the light pass- 
ing through the lich Autumnal colors is 
veiy tine. Leaves so arranged will pre- 
strve their beauty the entire Winter. 


An exceedingly pretty stand for a lamp 


can be formed of eight oblong transpar- 
encies (made of glass and Autumn 
leaves as described), tacked together 
with a strong sewing-silk, so as to form 
an eight-sided, hollow column. To hide 


e lamp or candlestick, tho screen 
iiould be lined throughout with oiled 
ssue paper, either white 01 a delicate 
)se-color. 
A better plan still is to get the effect 


r ground glass by rubbing each strip oi 
ass on a flat paving-stone plentifully 
overed with white sand. This griudnif 
recess, of course, must be performed 
efor<< the leaves are inserted, and then 
nly upon the inner bide of the glass.

Charles Frances Adams delivered a rc- 
uarkable address on the comparative 
orees of legislative caaotments and pub- 
ic opinion in correcting the abuses of 
monopolies. Mr. Adams is Chairman of 
ho Mas3.ichn-.etts Railroad Commission, 
uul his long service in thai situation and 
close observation of the conduct and af- 
fairs of the railway corporations entitle 
his views ami conclusions to great con- 
sideration. Perhaps no other man in 
:ho country is so well prepared to givo a 
sound opinion on the questionsenyolved 
in his niUlress. The Massachusetts Corn- 
mission consists of n board of arbitrators 
nhoso duly is to invcstigtta every corn- 
plaint brought p.g.iinsi any railroad cor- 
por.ition, without cost to the parly eom- 
l»luiuiiig. \VUen noceasary, the Board 
ire to give public hearing* to such com- 
plaints, and afterwards address such re-

Tho Commissioners

the part of the corporation addressed 
the compulsory functions are rcposec 
entirely in the Legislature, so that the 
Commissioners have, to rely solely on 
general publicity of tho facts and the 
support of resultant public opinion 
with the legislative power in tho back 
ground. 


At first, Jlr. Adams had very little faitl 


in this proposition, and entered upon 
the duties of his office with reluctance 
He conceived that powerful corporations 


ho are popularly supposed to hove u 


soul-:, would disiogard and decide th 
recommendations of n Commission who 
had no pjwer lo enforce their suggestions 
and requests, but he has been most 
agreeably disappointed in the results.and 
after six years' experience, he is prepared 
to say that reliance upon the corrective 
influences of public opinion is far better 
than any force bill. The action of the 
Commission U almost always accepted 
a- final, and he docs not recollect a sin- 
gle, case in which subsequent legislation
